Within four hundred miles of James 
Bay, which is the southern extension 
ot Hudson Bay, these enterprising 
agricultural brothers have establish. 
ea therfselves most comioriaviy, 
| thougn only a few years have passed 
since they hewed their way tnrouga 
the vast timber lands that streten 
away to the north of the Laurentian 
Mountains, 

Leaving the city of Quebee behind 
@s on 4 iovely June evening we were 
whirled across the 8t. Charlies River 
and off to the north, climbing heignt 
alter height of the mountain range, 
that runs almost parallel to the St. 


Lawrenee River and which takes 
its name from it, We = rencined 
an altitude of fifteen hundred 
fect above the level of the St 
Lawrence, the sharp curves in tie 
road almost upsetting one’s equili- 
brium, Then we began the descent 


ot twelve hundred feet to the level of 
Lake St. John. During the whole of 
the railway journey one’s eye is con- 
Btantly attracted the nobie scen- 
ery of lakes and hills, hilla and lakes, 
innumerable, and always beautiful. 
‘There are few stoppages on the jour- 
ney because there are few places at 
which to stop. 


The railway, which is called the 


Quebee and Lake St. John, is of com- | 


paratively reeent construction. 
During the summer there are two 
or three ways of reaching the Monzs 
tery at Mistassimi, but we chose to 
go by way of Lake St. John. A large 
side-wheel steamboat, capable of 
carrying several hundred passcnegers, 
having been put at our service, we 
left Roberval the next morning, soon 
after sunrise. After a ride of two 
hours across the lake we reached the 
mouth of the Peribonka River. 
As three of our party consisted of 
ladies, we were not at all sure of our 
reception at the monastery. However, 
we drove boldly in and dismounted 
in the stable-yard and stood waiting 
for developments. It was some time 
before any one appeared, the broth- 
ers being all at work in the fields, 
with the exception of those who were 
in entire seclusion, Our genial 
friend, the M.P. for Chicoutimi, who 
had gone in search of the brothers, 
presently arrived with the Father Snu- 
perior of the community.

tly specks and dirt on mirror sur- 
faces may be rubbed off with a cream 
made of whiting and alcohol, 

RNememver that in every kind of 
cleasuing or polishing it is essential to 
dust every crevice before beginning, 

If the doors of a closet are wiped off 
with gusoline or benzine after being 
scrubbed it belps to keep off insects, 

Have on hand plenty of boiling wa- 
ter, washing soda and a good disiy- 
fectant to wash all toilet utensils and 
to pour down drains, 

A good cleanser for hard wood is to 
wash it with a clean flannel wert in 
turpentine and rub lightly afterward 
with bolled linseed oil, 

Most modern brassware is lacquered 
and needs only to be wiped off with a 
damp cloth, Work quickly and do not 
let the surfaces get wet.

| “The Laws of the Kingdom" and

| some features of the kingdom in .; 
| way of various bealings, for when th 
kingdom comes “the inhabitant shalt 
not say, I um sick” (Isa. xxxiii, 24. 
| fhe first four chapters of this gospel 
might be entitled the genealogy of 
the Kiog, the birth of the King, the 
herald of the King and the victory of 
the King over the god of this world, 
The precepts of these chapters shail 
be fully lived out in the kingdom 
when it is set up on this earth and 
should be manifest now in those who 
by His precious blood have become 
joint heirs with the King. Althougn 
the multitudes were near Him, it is 
evident from verses 1 and 2 that He 
spoke these words to His discipies 
aud not to the multitude. Compare 
Luke vi, 20. but do not confuse these 
| two sermons, In the one He went np 
into a mountain and sat down and 
| taught, but in the other He came down 
froin a mountain and stood in the 
| plain, The two discourses are in many 
| Tespects the same as to the teaching, 
| but they were spoken at different times, 
{ under different circumstances, and yet 
| 


in both cases to His disciples. What 
folly for an unsaved person to say, 
“The Sermon on the Mount is my re- 
ligion; the Golden Rule is my motto.” 
If the Ten Commandments written on 
tables of stone with the finger of God 
are a ministration of death (II Cor. 
iil, 7, 9, what about these same com- 
mands as explained by our Lord in 
this discourse, in which He says that 
a sinful look is as much the breaking 
of the command as a sinful act? The 
| law was not given till the people were 
redeemed by blood from the land of 
| bondage, and God never sets His law 
before an unsaved person but to con- 
demn him, that as a lost one he may 
receive Jesus Christ, who is the en@® 
of the law for righteousness to every 
one that believeth (Rom, x, 4). Such 
only are the truly “blessed” according: 
to Ps. xxxil, 1, 2: Rom. iv, 68. Then 
we have seven churacteristics of these 
| blessed or happy people which corre- 
spond with the seven petitions in the 
prayer of chapter vi, 9-13. The praver 
begins “Our Father,” and on!y redeem- 
ed people can say truly these words. 
All others come under the bead of John 
vill, 44. Only the poor in spirit cam 
say from the heart, “Hallowed be Thy 
name,” for others prefer to exalt their 
own name. We pray, “Thy kingdom 
come.” but we mourn because of the 
curse which rests on all the earth tilt 
the kingdom comes. The meek who 
desire in no sense their own will can 
truly long for the time when His wilh 
shall be done on earth as in heaven. 
Then shal! the mourners be comforted, 
as they inherit the earth, which shail 
then have become the kingdom of 
heaven. Daily bread is made sure to 
all who Lunger and thirst after right. 
eousness (Matt. vi, 33), and they shal¥ 
be satisfied with the fatness of His 
house in al! things, both temporal and 
 spititual, Having been forgiven much, 
they freely forgive others and have be 
come merciful indeed.

with exceeding joy (1 Pet, iv, 13). 
The church as the satt of the earth 
preserves it from the judgments which 
Will surely come upon it (when the 
ehurch has been taken away) to pre- 
pare it for the kingdom, but the pro- 
fessing church has well nigh lost its:

Nansen and Hts Men Used Oilcloth 
to Start a Blaze. 


All the materials that go into the 
making of oilecloth are highly inflam- 
mable, but it is seldom that it is used 
as fuel. In crossing the great ice cap 
of Greenland some years ago Nansen 
and his men had much difficulty in 
getting water for any purpose. Ev- 
ery drop was frozen, and it took fuel 
to melt the ice and snow. Fuel was 
not to be had from the country, and 
their supply of spirits for burning ran 
low. Whatever of their outfitting was 
found needless had to be abandoned 
or put to some other use than that 
for which it had had been taken. The 
extreme cold rendered waterproofing 
useless except tur the heat it might 


supply. 

Although the snowshoes were too 
valuable to be sacrificed, it was de-'! 
sirable that the sledge loads should 


be reduced if possible. Oilcloth cov- 
ers had been brought for the sleep- 
ing bags, but these were found to be 
unnecessary, and accordingly 
were condemned.
